A placement from the toe of 
Finch, Moran fullback was the 
margin that gave the southern 
school a 7 to 6 nod. over the 
Jaysee Panthers. 

Moran kicked off and on the 
first play of the game Paul Boyd 
rambled 45 yards around end only 
to have the ball called back and 
a holding penalty sent the Panth- 
ers back to their 10-yard line.

The Moran 
team. then ‘set to work and com- 
pletely outcharged the Salinas. line 
and began a touchdown march 
that fell short by 20 yards ahd 
Salinas took the ball. Three plays 
at the: line: found Salinas » one 
yard short of a first down. Then 
followed a costly decision. Lane 
elected to try for the first down. 
The Moran line broke through 
and threw Hanley and it was 
their ball. 

Four plays later Cantor ‘threw 
a flat pass to Pike who romped 
past two tacklers to score over 
close to the side lines in. coffin 
corner. Finch’s placement sailed 
high and clear through the goal 
post, to bring the score 7 to 0 
against the local team. 

Salinas received the kickoff and 
with Slade and Hanley carrying 
the’ ball made three first downs 
in a row to advance the ball in a 
scoring position... Slade. out ran 
the Moran end and was dumped 
after a 20-yard jaunt. Massoni 
added 8 more and on the next 
play Hanley went ,over from the 
2-yard line.
